EWILMINGTON — It isn’t 
every day that a School 
Dommittee meeting begins 
with a member cautioning a 
teacher about artificial in- 
telligence.

Sthool Committee unani- 
rifously voted to approve a 
nation from Amazon Ro- 
botics to the Wilmington 
High School Science De- 
partment and _ Robotics 
eam. The donation consists 
DF: 15 windows laptops, val- 
ued in total at $6,750. 
' In attendance were several 
members of the high school 
robotics team, who de- 
scribed what the new pro- 
gram meant to them and 
performed a demonstration 
‘with one of their bots. In 
addition, Science CTL Julie 
‘Kim and physics teacher 
‘Marlene King, who are co- 
advisors of the robotics club, 
described the connection 
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with Amazon Robotics. 

King explained that a par- 
ent who works at Amazon 
invited 22 members of the 
robotics club to tour the 
facility and see robots there 
in action. 

According to Kim, the club 
is primarily driven by stu- 
dents, with older students 
mentoring younger ones and 
high school students speak- 
ing to middle school stu- 
dents to recruit new mem- 
bers. She added that even 
the club t-shirts were stu- 
dent designed. 

“So (there are) over 100 
students from grades six to 
12 who are actually interest- 
ed in this, so it’s pretty 
amazing,” said Kim. “We 
didn’t realize that the inter- 
est level would be this high 
and this fast.” 

A basic bot costs $800 to 
$1,000 to build. The club’s 
founding was made possible 
through an_ educational 
grant. 

“J just want to say thank 
you for all your hard work. I 
remember that grant com- 
ing through and how much it 
took of your time to do that,” 
said Committee member 
Thomas Talbot. 

“J think it’s fantastic, 
there’s so much interest, 
that’s very impressive. I 
would just say if movies 
have taught us anything, I 
urge you to be very careful 
with AI,” said Committee 
member Stephen Bjork to 
laughs.

Town searches for Middle School principal

WILMINGTON — _ The 
search has begun for a new 
principal at the Wilmington 
Middle School. 

At a School Committee 
meeting on Nov. 14, Super- 
intendent Dr. Glenn Brand 
outlined the structure and 
the schedule for the search. 
Potential candidates will 
have from Nov. 19, 2018 
through Jan. 4, 2019 to apply 
for the position. The search 
is open, and the position will 
be posted online through a 
number of educator forums 
and publications. 

According to Brand, the 
process will have four , 
including a search commit- 


tee, a day-long visit by the 
candidate to the district, a 
visit to the candidate’s home 
district, and the final selec- 
tion by the superintendent. 

The search committee will 
have 15 members (while 13 
were listed on the original 
correspondence, discussion 
at the meeting settled on the 
number 15), and will consist 
of teachers from the Middle 
School, support and admin- 
istrative staff, parents, and 
a school principal from 
within the district. These in- 
dividuals filling these roles 
will be selected in the com- 
ing weeks. 

“It’s a large group but I 
believe that these groups 
can function very well when 
there’s clarity around their 


role and... how to function 
together,” said Brand. 

Brand also told the commit- 
tee that there will be oppor- 
tunities for stakeholders who 
are not selected for the com- 
mittee to voice their opinions 
on the selection process. 
These will include a survey, 
public forums, and an oppor- 
tunity to meet candidates as 
the visit the district in early 
February of 2019. 

Committee members had 
several questions about the 
format of the search com- 
mittee. 

In response to a question 
from Vice Chair Jennifer Bry- 
son, Brand explained that the 
Human Resources director 
would act as a facilitator and 
would keep the committee on 


task, but would not act As “a 
voting member. Bryson c 
pared this situation ito ithe 
search firm representative 
who played a similar role in 
the superintendent search'pro- 
cess, and said that the ope 
had found it very helpfi

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Nod Mill built on Martin’s Brook about 1695

People today call it “Shea’s,” 
for the concrete products 
company nearby. About a 
quarter-mile east of the 
Harnden Tavern, Martin’s 
Brook crosses under Salem 
Street. This was site of the 
Nod Mill, built about 1695. 
In the mid 1800s, the Salem 
& Lowell Railroad crossed 
Salem Street here. 

A large portion of North 
Wilmington is historically re- 
ferred to as the Land of Nod. 
The name, of course, comes 
from the Biblical story in 
Genesis of Cain being ban- 
ished to the Land of Nod, 
east of Eden, for slaying his 
brother Abel. Nod represents 
the idea of “away.” 

The land of that name in 
North Wilmington is roughly 
described as being north of 
Salem Street and east of the 
railroad tracks. 

The land was set aside in 
1642 as compensation to 


Charlestown for land that 


was used to establish the 
Town of Woburn. Charles- 
town-was given 3,000 acres, 
which was beyond the do- 
main of any established chur- 
ches.. The land was selected 
by a surveyor’s error, but 
that is another story. The 
land was then divided among 
ten prominent citizens. 

It was on this land that a 
sawmill was built by Samuel 
Sewall, who was one of the 
judges at the Salem witch 
trials. His diary is probably 
the best history of the area 


in the late 17th and early 
18th centuries. Sewall had 
inherited the land from his 
father-in-law. 

The mill is referred to in 
Asa Sheldon’s book, ‘“Wil- 
mington Farmer”. Sheldon 
bought the mill in 1808. He 
doesn’t refer to a specific lo- 
cation of the mill, but it was 
undoubtedly the Nod Mill. 

Sheldon wrote: “In 1807, I 
was hired by Major Aaron 
Pearson, and came to Wil- 
mington, where I soon made 
the acquaintance of Mr. Ja- 
bez Gowing’s family.” Maj. 
Pearson lived on Ballard- 
vale Street, about where 
Lockwood Road is today. 

Sheldon continues, “Mr. 


Pearson owned a saw mill in 
company with two others, 
and much of my business 
was lumbering, a kind of 
work that suited me. 

“When about 20 years of age,

hNod Mill on Martin's Brook operated with a slow up-and- 


I bought the said saw mill in 
company with John Nelson.” 

A year later, Sheldon fell 
under a loaded wagon at the 
mill and his left leg was 
shattered. His leg was very 
nearly amputated, but Shel- 
don wouldn’t allow it. 

“No man shall cut my leg 
off while I have my senses,” 
he vowed. “If I lose my sens- 
es and it is cut off, and I can 
find out who did it, I will 
shoot him.” 

Dr. Kittredge sat with Shel- 
don in a vigil, applying a 
dressing every 15 minutes. 
The leg was not amputated, 
and Sheldon survived. 

Sheldon, in the next -chap- 
ter, wrote that he boarded at 
Joshua Harnden’s tavern, 
for the advantage of being 
nearer the mill. He bought a 
woodlot on Andover Street. 

Another reference to the 
mill is to be found in “Harn-

Alice Dillaway. She was a 
descendant of the Brown fam- 
ily. 
Dr. Silas Brown purchased 
the Harnden Tavern in 1818, 
and the Brown family owned 
it for 125 years. Then in 1827, 
Dr. Brown purchased the Nod 
Mill and his son, John Huse 
Brown took over operations. 
He married Charlotte Stimp- 
son. In 1833, Dr. Brown 
bought a house for them near 
the mill, along with a parcel 
of land. There they had eight 
children, seven of whom 
lived to adulthood. Then in 
1852, the Mill House burned. 
They were able to save most 
of their possessions, but John 
Brown was severely injured. 
Dr. Brown took them in at the 
Harnden Tavern. 

Charlotte Stimson Brown, 
along with her mother and 
her children, left Wilming- 
ton and settled in Philadel- 
phia. John Brown remained 
in the care of his father, the 
doctor. 

Silas Brown Jr. operated 
the mill during the Civil 
War, manufacturing “flannel 
boards.” They were used by 
the textile mills for wrapping 
flannel fabric, to be made 
into military uniforms for the 
troops of the Union Army. 

After the Civil War, the mill 
went idle. In 1885, Silas 
Brown, Jr. wrote to a Mr. M. 
T. Richardson about the mill. 
Some of his writings were 
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hThe dam in Martin's Brook at the site of Nod Mill was _,

rebuilt as a WPA project in the 1930s. The cables at the top 
of the picture are the guard rail along Salem Street. 


included in “Tales of the 
Harnden Tavern,” by Alice 
Dillaway, a descendant of the 
Browns. 

“My mill is an up-and-down 
sawmill, one saw — a winter 
and spring mill. The stream 
is small and the pond very 
large. Time of sawing three 
or four months, seldom five 
months. 

“The other three or four 
other sawmills in this town 
are played out — don’t pay.” 
These would have’ been 
Clapp’s Mill, on the Burling- 
ton line near Mill Road, 
Henry Harnden’s mill on 
Glen Road and a mill on Mid- 
dlesex Avenue at Mill Brook. 

Silas Brown Jr. and his sis- 
ter Abigail lived in the Harn- 
den Tavern, each in a sepa- 
rate area of the house, which 
had an ell on the back. Silas, 
who was quite deaf, was the 
organist at the Congrega-

tional Church, although he 
was a “Freethinker.” 

The mill burned in the 
1890s in a great fire that 
swept from an area near the 
Harnden Tavern all the way 
to Lynnfield. 

The up-and-down blade for 
the mill was saved, and is 
now in the collection at the 
town museum at the Harn- 
den Tavern. There are also 
photographs of the mill. 

In the 1930s, the dam at the 
mill site was rebuilt as ‘a 
WPA project (Works Pro- 
gress Administration). For 
decades, the Wilmington Wa- 
ter Dept. would put the 
boards in the dam every year 
to flood the large bog north 
of Salem Street, to recharge 
the town wells. Some resi- 
dents of North Reading have 
sought to have that practice 
stopped, as it also floods ~a 
road near Martin’s Pond.

State Fire Marshal offers 
Thanksgiving salety tips 


“Thanksgiving is a wonderful fami- 
ly holiday, but the day can be ruined 
with a cooking or candle fire, a burn 
injury, or a carbon monoxide incident 
from long-term use of the oven,” said 
State Fire Marshal Peter J. 
Ostroskey. 

There are more home fires on 
Thanksgiving than any other single 
day in Massachusetts, twice as many 
as New Year’s Eve which ranks sec- 
ond. 

“The good news is that there are 
some simple step you can take to 
keep your family-safe. To start with, 
every home should have working 
smoke and carbon monoxide (CO) 
alarms,” he added. 


Cooking Safety Tips 

Cooking is the leading cause of fires 
in the home and the leading cause of 
fire injuries, so it is not surprising 
that 87 percent of Thanksgiving Day 
fires were caused by cooking. State 
Fire Marshal Ostroskey offered these 
cooking fire safety tips: 

¢ Check to make sure your oven is 
empty before turning it on. 

¢ Wear short or tight-fitting sleeves 
when cooking. 

¢ Turn pot handles inward over the 
stove. 

¢ Remember to “stand by your pan" 
and stay in the kitchen when boiling, 
frying or broiling. 

¢ Use a timer when baking or roast- 
ing and never leave the house with 
the oven running. 

e The best way to respond to a 
stovetop fire is to “put a lid on it” and 
turn off the heat. 

¢ The best way to respond to an 
oven or broiler fire is to keep the 
doors closed and turn off the heat. 

¢ If the fire is not quickly snuffed 
out, leave the house and call 9-1-1 
from outside. 

“Last Thanksgiving, firefighters 
across the Commonwealth were busy 
responding to cooking fires,” said 
Ostroskey. 

¢ Around 2 p.m. last Thanksgiving, 
the Milford Fire Department was cal- 


led to a cooking fire in a single-family > 


home. The fire was, confined to .the, 
food in a gas oven. No one was injured 
at this fire and the smoke alarms 
operated. 

¢ A little after 3 p.m. last 
Thanksgiving, the Tewksbury Fire 
Department was called to a cooking 
fire in the driveway of a single-family 
home. A deep fryer and a 20 lb. propane 
tank were on fire about 10 feet from the 
garage. No one was injured by this fire. 
There was heat damage to the paint on 
the garage and damages were estimat- 


ed to be $500. 

e Just as a Haverhill family was 
getting ready to sit down to their hol- 
iday meal around 4:30 p.m: last 
Thanksgiving, they called the 
Haverhill Fire Department for a 
cooking fire in their single-family 
home. Even though the smoke 
alarms did not work, no one was 
injured. The building did not have 
sprinklers and damages were esti- 
mated to be $2,000. 


Gas Ovens: 
A Source of CO 
Generally, the confined space of a 
closed gas oven used for cooking does 
not produce enough carbon monoxide 
(CO) to be of concern, unless you are 
using it for several hours like when 
roasting a turkey. If you have a 
kitchen exhaust fan, use, it;,.if,not,

period of time. 


Candles 

Candles make any holiday table fes- 
tive, but it is important to follow 
these safety tips:. 

¢ Use candles inside a 1-foot circle 
of safety free of anything that can 
burn.

About 15 years ago, Dick 
Dewing '53 was helping the 
UNH 'Cat Club get ready for 
a golf tournament. A discus- 
sion ensued about how to 
kick things off — literally — 
with a bang. When someone 
mentioned a _ shotgun, 
Dewing said, “How about a 
cannon?” 

It was a natural response: 
Dewing is an artillery offi-

cer with the First New 
Market Militia, a 
Revolutionary War reenact- 
ment group from New 
Hampshire. And what’s a 
colonial reenactment with- 
out a cannon? 

For Dewing — and likely 
many UNH football fans — 
that question has become: 
What’s a Wildcats touch- 
down without the cannon’s 
roar? As a member of the 
militia, which has gone into 
local schools to teach stu- 
dents about 18th century 
life, marched in parades and 
greeted tall ships coming 
into New Hampshire’s port, 
Dewing knew where he 
could find one. 

“I started asking around — 
‘do you know where I can 
buy a cannon’?” the UNH

football Hall of Famer says. 
Dewing was on the 1950 
team that was untied and 
undefeated. “I figured some- 
one in the militia would 
know.” 

He was right; one of the 
captains owned two and 
offered one for sale. 

At the time, Dewing had 
been working the chains at 
Cowell Stadium for several 
years. Measuring first 
downs and the location of 
the football after each play 
was a coveted role, but he 
gave it up in 2003 to put 
together a cannon crew. 
Since then that team — 
made up of Dewing and 
three fellow militia mem- 
bers, all dressed in full 
regalia — has been on the 
sidelines for every home 
game, regardless of the 
weather. 

“Some days it’s pretty 
wicked. It might be raining 
or there’s snow on the 
ground,” says Dewing, who 


_is 89. “I don’t heat up like I 


used to. I’m starting to look 
for continuation when I’m 
gone.” 

For now, though, he’s got 
the cannon in his garage 
and, with help, gets it into a 
truck and down to the field 
two hours before kickoff, a 
maneuver that on a few 
occasions has not gone 
smoothly. “Once we got 
behind the band as they 
were walking down and we 
had to hustle like the dick- 
ens to get there on time,” 
Dewing says. 

The black powder cannon 
fires a blank shot; there’s no 
ammo, no cannonball, it just 
makes noise. A lot of noise. 
Dewing pays for the powder 
out of his own pocket; it runs 
about $17 a pound and four 
rounds can be fired with one 
pound. 

The cannon is fired at the

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Healthier Rams team preparing 
for new Turkey Day opponent

BILLERICA -- The 
Shawsheen Tech Football 
will be looking to continue a 
winning tradition on 
Thanksgiving when they 
take the field Thursday 
morning, as they will be 
looking for their 18th 
Straight turkey day victory. 
But if they are going to add 
another win to _ their 
Thanksgiving Day trophy 
case, they are going to have 
to overcome a new opponent 
to-do so. 

After squaring off against 
CAC rival Greater Lowell for 
the past 25 years, and win- 
ning the past 17 straight con- 
tests, the Gryphons elected 
to opt out of the rivalry after 
last season’s 36-6 Shawsheen 
win in Tyngsboro. 

The Rams will begin a new 
tradition this Thursday 
morning when they travel to 
Reading to take on a talent- 
ed Austin Prep squad, which 
will bring a 4-4 record into 
the game. The Rams mean- 
while come into the game 
with a record of 4-6 after a 
33-12 win over Georgetown 
last Friday, which snapped a 
three game losing streak. 

Unlike some of the recent 
contests against Greater 
Lowell, Thursday’s matchup 
will prove to be quite a test 
for the Rams and 2ist year 
head coach Al Costabile, and 
if they are going to pass the 
test, they are going to have 
to beat not only an excellent 
team in Austin Prep, but 
also a team that will be fired 
up for what will be the final 
game in the career of their 
legendary coach Bill 
Maradei, who will be wrap- 
ping his 40-year career (the 
past 26 at Austin Prep) on 
Thursday morning. 

“Austin Prep is going to be 
one fired up football team,” 
Shawsheen coach Al 
Costabile said. “They will 
be taking the field for the 
final game for greatest 
coaches you will ever find, 
in Bill Maradei. I just can’t 
Say enough good things 
about him. He was very 
good to me at the start of my 
career, and I consider him a

very close friend. It will be 
an honor to share the field 
with him in his last game.” 

Maradei has indeed built 
up an incredible resume dur- 
ing his legendary career, 
bringing a record of 265-146- 
4 into the start of this sea- 
son, with his 265 wins rank- 
ing llth alltime in 
Massachusetts history, 
while he is sixth all-time 
among active coaches, and 
Austin Prep to three Super 
Bowls (1996, 1999, 2009), win- 
ning the championship in his 
last two trips there. 

Costabile, who is no 
stranger to winning football 
games in his own right, 
ranking 18th among active 
coaches heading into the 
season with a record 170-110- 
1, knows his Rams squad 
will have to be ready for not 
only a fired up Cougars 
squad, but a talented one as 
well. 

“They are a well coached, 
disciplined team,” Costabile 
said. “They run mainly a 
ground attack, but they will 
also lull you to sleep and 
pass the ball when they need 
to. That has been a staple of 
Bill’s career, to move the 
ball on the ground, chew up 
the clock and keep the oppo- 
nent’s offense off the field. 
They will be a very formida- 
ble opponent on 
Thanksgiving.” 

Leading the way for the 
Cougars offense will be sen- 
ior captain and quarterback 
Matt Rubino, along with fel- 
low senior captain, running 
back Lucas Gebolys and jun- 
ior running back Dylan 
Cann. 

“Rubino is a very good 
manager of the game and he 
runs very well. But he can 
also throw the ball when he 
needs to,” Costabile said. 
“Gebolys does a lot of things 
very well, he can both run 
and catch the ball out of the 
backfield and Cann is an 
excellent back. He does a 
great job of making people 
miss.” 

There 


are. plenty . of 


weapons for the. Rams to 
deal with on the Austin Prep 
side, but they also have plen- 
ty for the Cougars to deal 
with, starting with senior 
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quarterback CJ Zemetres of 
Tewksbury, who has thrown 
for 1,518 yards this season, 
along with 13 touchdowns 
and nine interceptions. 

Zemetres’ primary targets 
this season have been senior 
Josiah Martinez, who has 33 
passes for 569 yards and six 
touchdowns, while junior 
Ryan Quinones has 17 catch- 
es for 302 yards and three 
touchdowns, followed by 
Santino Garofalo with 17 
catches for 227 yards and 
two touchdowns and Connor 
Rich with 15 catches for 249 
yards and two touchdowns. 

They will also be led by 
their newest offensive 
weapon, freshman Dylan 
Timmons of Wilmington, 
who led the team in rushing 
with 226 yards and two 
touchdowns, with 154 of 
those yards coming in last 
week’s win over 
Georgetown. 

Defensively the Rams have 
been led by junior line- 
backer Pat O’Leary, who has 
a team high 

63 tackles to go along with 
one sack, one forced fumble 
and one fumble recovery. 
Junior linebacker Shane 
Stairs meanwhile, has 56 
tackles and a quarterback 
sack, while senior defensive 
tackle Frank Irizarry of 
Wilmington led the team 
with seven sacks and senior 
defensive end Troy Tamis 
had five sacks. Senior out- 
side linebacker Stephan 
Saint-Juste led the team 
with three interceptions, 
while also forcing two fum- 
bles and recovering another.

Costabile is thrilled to be 
getting back some of his 
walking wounded, but he is 
even happier that Irizarry 
still in his lineup, wreaking 
havoc on opposing offenses.

football ever gain. 

"I got in a car accident," 
he said. "My friend was 
driving on a rainy night and 
we ended up hitting a tree. I 
missed all football and I was 
going to play basketball 
instead of wrestling. Then I 
tried to play lacrosse and 
the doctors told me that I 
shouldn't be playing (any- 
thing)." 

Sughrue sat out all three 
athletic seasons during his 
junior year. He was hurt 
physically. 

"My abdomen is basically 
dead because the seat belt 
ripped it apart," he said. 
"Then I have three herniat- 
ed discs in my back." 

From the time of the acci- 
dent to a few months before 
this season started, Sughrue 
couldn't throw the football 
around and he certainly 
couldn't take on any contact. 

"It was a lot of physical 
therapy. "I was there two or 
three times a week," he said. 
"I spent a lot of time lifting 
weights and doing other 
things just trying to help my 
back get better. A couple of 
months before the season 
started, I was told that I 
could lift, but I couldn't 
squat or anything. I couldn't 
do anything with my back. 
That was tough." 

As tough as it was physi- 
eally for him, he said the 
grind he went through 
everyday mentally was 
something he certainly did- 
n't enjoy, and doesn't like to 
recall. 

"That whole year was a 
pretty tough year for me," 
he admitted. "I found myself 
doing nothing. I didn't feel 
like myself and I never had 
felt that way before. I wasn't 
going down a bad road or 
anything, I was just down 
because I was sitting there 
doing nothing everyday 
except sit on the couch so I 
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would say that I was just 
sad. 

"I'm just happy that we 
have all made it this far and 
there's no injuries. I'm just 
grateful. It's an amazing 
thing and I feel good. I am 
happy. My family, my 
friends and my teammates 
were all great and they were 
all behind me, trying to get 
me back, trying to make me 
feel better and get ready for 
the season. My parents 
wouldn't tell me whether or 
not I could play and it was 
left up to the doctor, so that 
was just a rough time. I 
fought through adversity. I 
got stronger, I'm healthy 
now and I did it." 

He certainly did. 

While the chore of making 
it back on the field healthy 
was incredible enough, 
Sughrue went from a JV 
player as a "tiny sopho- 
more" to a varsity player, 
who is second on the team in 
receptions with 14, while he 
had 260 receiving yards and 
three touchdowns. 

"Missing all of last year 
because of the car accident 
was enough for any kind to 
say 'maybe I'll walk away 
(from football)' and he 
stuck with it," said head 
coach Brian Aylward. "He's 
so tight with all of those 
guys, (quarterback) Jay 
(Connolly) in particular. 
Josh's just a great kid to 
have around and he has put 
together a phenomenal year. 
He's made a bunch of huge 
plays for us." 

Before he could make a big 
play, Sughrue had to get his 
confidence back. He admit- 
ted that the early goings, he 
was unsure that he was 
making the right decision of 
playing. 

"In the beginning of the 
season I was a little nervous. 
It was first few games back 
and I was scared because I 
didn't wantito end up badly 
hurt. Now I'm feeling good," 
he said. 

Entering the season, 
Coach Brian Aylward knew 
that the team had a talented 
receiver returning in Shane 
Aylward, but after that he 
needed to find out who 
would emerge. 

"We have some guys who 
going into the season we 
were a bit concerned with 
thinking maybe we didn't 
have enough speed to do it, 
but he works so hard and 
has really had a great year 
for us," said Aylward. "When 
you are a receiver you auto- 
matically want to look at 
measureable stats. The 
unmeasurable stats that no 
one pays attention to but 
helps us win games is the 
way that he blocks. All of 
these guys block and we 
don't have anybody who gets 
upset thinking 'I'm not get- 
ting the ball so I'm going to 
take a play off'. These guys 
all block. We need it and we 
can't function as an offense 
if we don't have unselfish 
players. If you break down 
the numbers, we need every- 
one contributing when we 
have the ball, but we also 
need everyone blocking 
when they don't have the 
ball. I think that's one area 
he has really improved on 
more." 

To get better at the posi- 


Congra 


tion, Sughrue swallowed 
some pride and took on a 
different approach than 
other players probably 
wouldn't have done, espe- 
cially as a senior. 

"I don't know how many 
starting receivers that go 
and work hard on a scout 
team every single day," said 
Aylward. "I think it's only 
helped him. He's not going 
up against maybe a young 
kid who is not quite ready 
yet, he's going up our guys 
and they go at it. It's helped 
him to run better routes, 
with uncontested balls and 
that's where he has really 
improved." 

Getting that experience 
against guys like Connolly, 
Kyle Zervas, Colby Wilson 
and Shane Aylward every 
day in practice, certainly 
helped Sughrue elevate his 
game, and become such a 
huge factor in the second 
half of the season. 

"In practice I'm on the 
scout team basically and 
everyone calls me the scout 
team captain," he said with 
a laugh. "I just run routes 
against our starting defense 
and I just try to help those 
guys get better. I've done 
that all of last year. Two 
years ago when I played, I 
did it too but I was just a lit- 
tle tiny sophomore, but this 
year I'm out there everyday 
with the scout team." 

That extra time battling 
those guys in practice has 
obviously paid off for 
Sughrue. In the four playoff 
games, Sughrue has com- 
bined for 8 receptions, 169 
yards and two scores. In his 
previous seven games, he 
had six receptions for 91 
yards and one score. 

"I am so proud of Josh 
Sughrue," said senior cap- 
tain and close friend Zach 
Weitz. "He had a little thing 
going last year and he could- 
n't get on the field and he is 
making big-time plays every 
game. You see it. That kid is 
such an unsung hero. He 
just makes big-time plays 
every game when we need 
it. He's been killing it and he 
is just a huge part of the 
offense. Talk about coming 
out of nowhere." 

Sughrue certainly came 
out of nowhere to make that 
game winning touchdown 
catch on Saturday. 

"I was just waiting for the 
call," he said. "(Then 
Connolly and I) just con- 
nected. I was just watching 
the ball get to my hands. I 
was just waiting for the ball 
to be thrown to me and it 
was a perfect ball by Jay, 
and I just made it happen. 
(Their defensive back) was 
pretty close to me. I was just 
watching the ball and was 
hoping it would fall into my 
hands and I would catch it." 

He caught it to much sur- 
prise of everyone in the sta- 
dium, including Coach 
Aylward. 

"That catch (on Saturday) 
my good God, I thought that 
was overthrown by twenty 
yards," he said.

By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
Back in early Septem- 
ber, the Gloucester Daily 
Times newspaper ran a 
story where they ranked 
the top-25 running backs 
in the history of the Fish- 
erman program. I saw 
this story and reached 
out to the their staff ask- 
ing them how they com- 
pleted such a project and 
they explained it with an 
article that appeared 
with the Top-25 Rankings.

among the elite TMHS Football historians, stating that 

"he could turn that corner better than anyone." All he 

did in his three years in the backfield was finish with 
3,119 yards. In 1976, the 5-foot-9, 175-pounder and just 16 
years old at the time, he finished with 1,161 yards and 84 
points on the season averaging, 8.1 yards per carry. Then as 
a senior, he improved those numbers going with 1,376 yards 
on the ground and totaling up 112 points. 

During his three years, the team finished with a combined 
record of 22-7-1, which included the 9-1-0 MVC Championship 
season of 1976. 

Petros, who could run a 40-yard dash at 4.7 seconds back 
then, was named a three-time MVC All-Conference selection, 
while he was inducted into the TMHS Hall of Fame in 1997. 


CONNIE BARRY (1964): Certainly Barry was among 

the very best to ever suit up here, while he came 

back and coached in the football and baseball pro- 

grams for many years, also having quite the success. 
On the field, he could do it all offensively and was a three- 
time selection to the Lowell Suburban League team. He also 
excelled in baseball and basketball making easily one of, if 
not the greatest pure athlete to ever play at TMHS. 

His sophomore season may have been the best for the half- 
back, including one game in particular where he helped 
Tewksbury beat Chelmsford, 12-0, despite the Lions being 
favored to win by 45 points. 

Another highlight came as a junior when he scored three 
touchdowns in a win over Methuen.

FRANK FAY (1982): 
Fay led the Redmen 
to their first ever trip 
to the Super Bow] in 
the fall of 1981. All he did 
that season was finish with 
19 touchdowns, 116 points, 
1,291 yards on the ground, 
and another 500 yards 
receiving and five more 
scores. He had five touch- 
downs and 157 yards in the 
team's 33-6 pounding over 
Central Catholic in the 
team's opener.

ONE MEMORABLE 
HOLIDAY FOR CRAIG 


Craig has only experienced 
one Thanksgiving Day game 
in the Wilmington- 
Tewksbury rivalry, with the 
Wildeats suffering a 28-0 
loss in last season's 
matchup in Tewksbury. He 
has been a part of plenty oi 
turkey day clashes in the 
past, both as a player at 
Billerica High, where his 
teams lost three of four 
games against Chelmsford, 
with one very notable victo- 
ry along the way, as well as 
leading his Mystic Valley 
teams to three victories in 
four tries over Minuteman

It doesn't take long for 
Craig to come up with his 
greatest Thanksgiving 
memory.

While he is disap- 
pointed to be missing the 
game and what it will mean 
to him personally, he is 
equally concerned for his 
teammates that will also be 
forced to miss the game. He 
also is concerned about the 
effect that a slew of injuries 
throughout the season have 
affected his team, who enter 
Thanksgiving on a five 
game losing streak. 

“We lost some huge play- 
ers, too, some really key 
guys,” Kenyon said. “We 
just tried to fill in the best 


we could, but obviously it’ 


didn’t work out the way we 
would have liked.” 

Wilmington coach Craig 
Turner, who had a front row 
seat for all of Kenyon’s 
exploits on both offense and 
defense for the Wildcats, 
knew what he was getting in 
Kenyon before he even 
played a down for him, and 
it is safe to say that he has - 
more than lived up to expec- 
tations, proving himself to 
be as versatile as he is tal- 
ented. 

“When I took over a ‘couple

wk in late September, 
week four of the high school 
séagon, Tewksbury 
Merporial High School was 
playing a road game at 
North Andover when a 
Searlet Knights player tried 
to“make a tackle on senior 
captain Kyle Zervas. 

Pa: kid came right at my 
knees, and my cartilage and 
tendons are all ripped up (in 
my ankle)," he said. 

DeSpite that painful injury 
besides sitting out one 
game -- Zervas didn't let 
that*get in his way. A month 
lgter in the team's first play- 
off. game, he picked off two 
passes from his defensive 
back position. 

Then this past Saturday, he 
seored the biggest touch- 
down of his career during 
Tewksbury’ s incredible win 
ig the Division 3 Eastern 
Mass championship game. 

Leading 15-6 at the half- 
time. break, the Redmen 
padded that lead on the 
opening drive of the third 
quarter. Zervas, who had 
one-carry in the first half, 
took the ball up the middle 
for a 12-yard gain moving 
the .ball to the Duxbury 41 
yard line. On the next play, 
he his number got called 
again. 

"Honestly, I don't even 
know what happened," said 
Zervas, who has a combined 
492, yards rushing and 
receiving with six scores. 
"Jack Kelly made a nice 
block, and then I just got 
behind the big man (Justyn) 
Lester and he made one 
block (to clear the way). I 
saw Lester going out so I 
just,made moves to the left 
and then I just cut up inside 
of {the Duxbury player)." 

Yervas had taken the ball 
and darted to his left. He 
made a nice cut in move like 
he described, before getting 
to the left sideline and basi- 
cally was untouched the rest 
of the way. 

"I thought I felt the kid hit 
my ankles so I knew that I 
had to get in, so I dove to the 

pylon. It was a good feel- 
ing," he said with a big 
smile. 

‘That touchdown gave 
Tewksbury a big 22-6 cush- 
ion lead at the time and was 
dertainly critical in the end 
result with the Redmen 
barely hanging on for the 29- 
21 victory, behind Colby 
Wilson's interception at the 
goal line with 96 seconds left 
in the game. That was the 
fifth rushing touchdown on 
the ‘season for Zervas, who 
érossed the goal line basi- 
cally on one good ankle. 

‘"He's had to play through 
this year hobbled," said 
Redmen head coach Brian 
Aylward. "He came up with 
a burst (of speed on 
Saturday) that I didn't know 
that he had in him. He does 
so many little things right. 
He's as good of a perimeter 
blocker as we have. He has 
made so many quiet plays 
for us this year where it's 
just hard to recognize like 
key blocks at key times and 
he's had key catches." 

‘While the ankle injury did- 
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n't stop him, two years ago a 
torn labrum didn't either - 
well not until the doctors cut 
him open. 

"The first football game of 
my sophomore year, I tore 
my labrum in my right 
shoulder and I didn't tell 
anyone," he said. "(But 
eventually I did) and it 
knocked me out all of base- 
ball season because I had 
surgery that January (and 
missed all of the 2017 base- 
ball season)." 

While he has overcome his 
share of injuries, Zervas has 
also had to overcome anoth- 
er major obstacle his entire 
life - being the smallest kid 
on the field almost every 
time out. 

"Zervas is just such an 
awesome kid," said head 
coach Brian Aylward. "He 
is just a pleasure to be 
around, like all of these kids. 
They are all such good kids. 
They are where they are 
because they like to prac- 
tice. They understand that if 
you don't like to practice, 
football is the wrong sport 
for you because you are 
going to do that a whole lot 
more than you are going to 
play games. 

"I think that these kids get 
that. They have completely 
taking advantage of their 
opportunities to be in the 
mix of things. And they 
fight. Zervas doing what he 
has done this year is an 
example of that, just perse- 
vering through some 
injuries. 

“He has enough on his 
plate because he's not the 
biggest guy and he's had to 
fight through that his entire 
life. Pound for pound, he's 
as tough of a kid as we have 
here." 

Zervas is probably 5-foot-5, 
which is a Far Cry from his 
older brother Jonathan, a 
former player at TMHS. 
Jonathan was a member of 
the 2013 Super Bowl team. 

"Il do remember that game 
and I was 12 years old at the 
time," said Kyle. "I remem- 
ber the Tewksbury players 


getting the trophy at the end

of the game. It was a dream 
that I always wanted. I 
remember him playing two 
totally different positions 
than me. He's a big 5-foot-11, 
275-pound nose guard and 
I'm 5-foot-5, 160 pounds if 
I'm lucky, so we are two dif- 
ferent people." 

Despite being complete 
opposites physically, Kyle 
said that he has always 
looked up to his older broth- 
er. 

"He means so much to me. 
He's probably the first per- 
son I always go to when I 
need to talk to somebody. I 
just love him, he's my broth- 
er," said Kyle. : 

Kyle would like nothing 
more than to keep the win- 
ning ways going in the 
Zervas household, being a 
part of a state championship 
team. His touchdown - on 
Saturday certainly was a big 
factor in the team getting 
the chance to play for a title. 
Come December ist, Zervas 
and his teammates will step 
out onto the same field as 
Tom Brady has played 
throughout his illustrious 
career. 

"I started out younger 
watching my brother when 
he made it to Gillette in 
2013," he said. "It's huge 
that I'm in the same position 
as he was in and I'll be play- 
ing in Gillette. That's crazy 
especially to do it with the 


kids who I have been playing 
with since the second 
grade." 


Before the team can think 
about Springfield Central, 
playing at Foxboro and all of 
that extra hoopla that goes 
with it, the Redmen have a 
date with Wilmington this 
Thursday morning. 

"This is huge. I've been 
coming to these games for 
as long as I can remember. I 
would just dream about 
playing in this game, on this 
field and just going out there 
facing Wilmington and 
going home to _ have 
Thanksgiving (with your 


family) afterwards," he 
said.

There 
were,a ton of great athletes 
on ~that team, but many 
great students too. That's 
what made them so special." 
‘DeTeso served as head 
coach for two years, leaving 


’ as a 27-year-old social stud- 


ies teacher/three-sport 
including baseball 
and basketball, and an unof- 


-ficial athletic director, to 


become the head coach at 
Stoneham. He then became 
the head coach in Melrose 
before becoming the 
school's athletic director 
years later -- he seen his 
share of football teams and 
his share of athletes. 

'He said the members of 
that '48 WHS team, may be 
some of the best he's seen. 
'"Paul Carpenter and Bill 
Chisholm were both selected 
first string on the All- 
Scholastic D Team (as 
Wilmington was not in a 
league then, they were con- 
sidered too small in football) 
and they were both very, 
yery good. Spear was a 
great, great fullback. "We 


had a great bunch of kids 
that year, Normie Stewart, 
Bob Woods - just so many of 
them." 

Offensively, much like then 
Wildcat head coach Bob 
Almeida's system back in 
1998, the '48 team ran a 
Single-Wing and T-forma- 
tion offense. Chisholm was 
known for his grittiness and 
intelligence, and he called 
all of the plays. Although 
they had a quarterback in 
Jim Landers, the Wildcats of 
then used a variety of half- 
backs to dish off passes 
including Spear. 

Defensively, no adjective 
can describe how this group 
performed. It took five oppo- 
nents just to get the ball past 
the 50-yard line and into 
Wilmington's territory and 
until the seventh game for 
someone to score on them. 

The Wilmington players on 
defense hit so hard that is 
caused many turnovers, 
eluding to many offensive 
touchdowns like Carpenter 
did in the team's 12-0 win 
over Johnson High, now 
known as North Andover 
High. 

"We worked very well 
together," said Carpenter, 
the left guard who is a 
retired carpenter and still 
resided in Wilmington back 
in '1998. "It was just a great 
team." 

DeToso's team started its 
season against Burlington. 
Wilmington's starting line- 
up on offense had Leo Woods 
at right end, 210-pounder 
Bob Drew at right tackle, Ed 
Sadowski at right guard, 
Norm Stewart at center, 
Carpenter at left guard, Bob 
Pipes at left tackle, Bob 
Ritchie (John's brother) at 
left end, Landers at quarter- 
back, Bob Goss at right half- 
back, and Chisholm and 
Spear as the other backs. 

Subbing in for those 
starters were (in position 
order): Roger Kambour, 
Walter Moreau, Jim 
Mackay, Mike Elia who was 
also one of the team's line- 
backers, Dan Boyland, John 
Chinn, Jim Fleming, Frank 
Carta and Buddy Pilcher. 

Donald O'Connell and Bill 
Calnan saw time in the 
backfield, while, Jimmie 
Tighe, Al Fiorenza, Paul 
Berrigan, Jim Starr, Paul 
Gearty, and Bob Surrette 
also were starters on both 
offense and defense and all 
were part of the Wildcat 
two-way force. 

Elia, a _ 6-foot-0, 150- 
pounder playing linebacker, 
on the team, "John Ritchie 
will never say this team was 
any good," he joked about

"We had 
so many big guys - Pipes 
was 200 pounds, Stewart was 
a big guy and Carpenter was 
one of the smallest guys on 
the team and he played like 
he was the biggest. 

We might have had a 
stronger team the year 
before, but it was a team 
thing in '48 and that's why 
we were so good." 


Here's a synopsis on their 
remarkable season: 
Wilmington 18, Burlington 0 - 
Landers scores two touch- 
downs on two QB sneaks, 
while, Spears adds the 
other; 

Wilmington 38, Ayer 0 - 
Chisholm scores first TD on 
a 60-yard lug and Spear adds 
second score minutes later 
intercepting a pass and tak- 
ing it 70 yards. Chisholm 
added two more scores and 
Landers totals three TD 
passes in the game as 
Wilmington chalked up 378 
total yards to 33; Wilmington 
13, Dracut 0 - Spear tosses a 
TD and scores the other,

painful charley horse; 
Wilmington 27, Westford 0 - 
Spear adds on his tear with 
two more. scores, and 
O'Connell and Chisholm add 
one each; 

Wilmington 12. Johnson ‘

scored both touchdowns in 
the second half. Spear leads 
way with first touchdown 
taking 13 carries for 90 
yards on _ one _ drive. 
Carpenter's massive hit 
forces a fumble where 
Boyland recovered and

Chisholm scored; 
Wilmington 33, Millis 0 
Wildcats remain unscored 
upon as Goss tosses one TD 
and scores on another to 
lead the way; 

Wilmington 7, Hanover 6 - 
Wilmington gets the ball 
after a fumble and Spear 
plunges in the lone 'Cats 
score. Johnson's big PAT 
was the game winner as 
Hanover became the lone 
team to score on them, com 
ing late’ in the game 
Chisholm made one of the 
better tackles, chasing a 
man down at the 1 after tak 
ing a pass some 67 yards; 
Wilmington 54, Tewksbury 
0 - Wilmington completes 
season with a smashing win 
overwinless Tewksbury at 
the Town . Common in 
Wilmington. The game was 
played at 2 pm on Armistice 
Day (now known = as 
Veterans Day). 


Throughout it all, it's hard 
to pinpoint one team’ as 
being the best. However, this 
team overcame a lot of 
obstacles, including injuries. 


Landers, for one, ran his 
hand through a machine in a 
box factory about a year 
before the '48 season and his 
comeback to play football 
was considered a "miracle". 

DeTeso couldn't get over 
the play of Landers after the 
injury stating, "I never 
thought he'd be able to play 
football again," telling a 
local paper at the time. "But 
the doctors patched him up, 
sewed one of his fingers on 


again, and now he's out 
there blocking like a 
demon." 


Also Sadowski was hit -with 


» a severely sprained ankle 


and was in and out of the 
line-up, while Chisholm and 
others also had their share 
of bumps and bruises. But 
none of that kept them from 
playing. 

As for the stars this ‘team 
had numerous athletes. 
Spear was an outstanding 
three-sport star excelling as 
a catcher with a golden arm 
on the diamond and he was 
a true fullback. Chisholm 
was a tailback and as quick 
and finesse as hey came, 


while, Carpenter, Elia nf 
Woods were all considered 
top of the notch players ‘in 
their respective positions. 
Woods was a fine pass-' 
receiver, and Pipes, who: had 
some pipes of his own, was a 
monster at defensive tackle’ : 
but was killed several years 
later in Korea. 

Other members of | the 


team __ included: Bryan 
Bedell, Jere Melzar, Pal 
Feeney, Harold Clements, ' 
Ralph Lepore, Richatd, 
Rothwell, Lee Bull, Sheldon: 
Solow, "Chuck" Sanborn} 


Albert Ethier, Bob Sheehan 
and Fred Leverone. ‘Joe 
Donovan and Ralph 
Ambrose served as assistant 
coaches and Glen Connolly 
and Hoby Spring were the 
team managers. 

Whether or not they 80’ 
down as the best team ever 
to suit up on the gridirdn,’ 
one thing is for sure, it's 
been 70 years and no team 
has finished a season domi- 
nating opponents like this 
one did.
